House Passes Parks Bill by 
‘ Vote of 58 to 44 and Senate 
Is Even Stronger for Meas- 
ure---The Prohibitionists Say 
That Their Defeat Resulted 
From “Broken Pledges.” 


Montgomery, Ala., February 9.—By @ 
vote of 58 to 44 the house of represen- 
tatives at 5 o'clock this afternoon 
passed the Parks local option bill after 
a debate lasting five hours and after 
a continuous session of seven hours and 
a half. As the senate is known to be 
in favor of a local Op- 
tion bill, it is believeq that the Parks 
bil] will be rusheq through that body 
and become a law ‘before the end of 
next week. This does not mean that 
the state will be thrown open to the 
sale of liquor immediately, for the 
Parks bill was so amended today as to 
make it inoperative until regulation 
measures to accompany it are enacted. 

Fight Short But Sharp. 

The principal fight of the day was 
on the motion of Speaker Almon to 
substitute his dispensary bill for the 
Parks bill, but the discussion, partici- 
pated in by local option, dispensary and 
prohibition, leaders, covereg the whole 
field of liquor regulation and abso- 
lute prohibition. On a vote the motion 
to substitute the Almon bill for the 
Parks bill was lost by 56 to 47. Then 
followed some parliamentary’ skir- 
mishing by the prohibitionists, with the 
adoption of a minor amendment, the 
battle finally ending with passing of; 
the Parks bill by the above vote. 

House Galleries Crowded. 

During the discussion the galleries 
of the House were crowded to suffoca- 
tion by ladies and gentlemen, local op- 
tionists and prohibitionists and the 
lobby between the two has of the 
legislature was filled with lobbyists 
ang leading men from all parts of the 
«tate. Conspicuous in the gallery were 
the wife anq daughter of Governor 
O'Neal, both deeply interested in the 
measure which represents the govern- 
or’s views on the liquor question. Con- 
spicuous on the floor of the lobby was 
the Rev. Brooks Lawrence, superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon Léag@e, 
working like a beaver, confident of 
victory ang marshaling his forces 
throughout the battle on the inside of 
the hall of the house. When the day 
had gone against him he left the cap!- 
tol, smiling and seemingly unconcern- 
“Broken pledges beat us,” was his 
sole comment, 

Members Receive Many Messages. 

Throughout the long debate tele- 
graph messengers followed each other 
hurriediy to the floor of the house 
bearing telegrams to the various mem- 
bers to vote against the Parks bill or 
for it. One member, Mr. Griffin, of 
Cullman, got 160 telegrams at one time. 

Notwithstanding the intense interest 
prevailing both in and outside the 
house and the feeling worked up over 
the probable overturning of the pro- 
hibition laws of the state, the debate 
was decorous and at times tame, be- 
ing rather an academic discussion 
than political. Nobody lost his tem- 
per, good feeling prevailed, humorous 
quips were indulged in, and the de- 
baters gave and took with the best of: 
fellowship. When the battle ended 
the local optionists cheered  lustily 
and congratulated the vanquished up- 
on their stiff fight. 

Speaker Almon opened 
sion for his bill on the motion to 
substitute it for the Parks bill. He 
argued against the re-establishment 
of the open saloon and said his bill 
would promote sobriety, peace and 
concord and carry out the platform, 
of the democratic convention which 
nominated Governor O'Neal.

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TRINITY CHURCH 
DECIDES TO SELL 


Syndicate Will Buy Itfor 
$120,000. 


Oldest Methodist Church in 
Atlanta Will Be Torn Down 
and New Church Will Be 
Erected on Another South 
Side Location. 


Trinity church will be sold. 

The oldest Methodist church build- 
ing in Atlanta, which has ‘housed one 
of the most prominent Methodist con- 
gregations in Georgia and the entire 
south, will be placed on the market 
for $118,000 net, and the sum devoted 
to purchasing another lot and build- 
ing, to be located on the south side. 

A syndicate, headed by Samuel M. 
Inman, M. L. Thrower, George H. Boyn- 
ton and other prominent citizens, has 
already made an offer of $120,000 gross 
for the property, a sum which, when 
the various commissions have been de- 
ducted, will approximate the amount 


4 demanded by the church. 


To Improve Property. 

Should the syndicate secure the 
property, which seems extremely like- 
ly, it will make extended improve- 
ments upon it. Just what the nature 
of the improveemnts wil) be is not 
stated at this time, except that of- 
fice buildings will not be erected. 

The decision to sell the church was 
reached last night by the quarterly 
eonference after a discussion lasting 
over two hours. The matter now goes 
to the board of trustes for ratifica- 
tion, but it is definitely stated that 
that body will concur with the action 
taken by the conference. 

Before the meeting Thursday night 
it was freely predicted that the con- 
ference would not be able to agree 
on a proposition to sell the property. 
After the meeting was opened it seem- 
ed probable that this prediction would 
be verified, for many were strong in 
their opposition to the plan of dispos- 
ing of the church and lot. After a free 
discussion, however, which lasted over 
two hours, the decision to sell was 
finally reached, 

New Church on South Side. 

The conference resolved that the en- 
tire sum realized by the gale should 
be expended in the purchase of an- 
other lot and the-.erection of another 
church building, the property to be 
on the sotuh side of town. 

Judge W. R. Hammond, chairman of 
the board of trustees, to whom the 
matter will be sent for ratification, 
stated Thursday night that he knew 
how each member of the board stood 
on the matter and felt sure that it 
would receive the board’s unanimous 
ratification. 

Trinity church, built in 1871, is the 
oldest Methodist church building in 
Atlanta. The institution has enjoyed 
an undoubted prestige in seuthem 
Methodiem, and is corisidered one of 
the religious landmarks of the city. 
Its present pastor is Dr. John B. 
Robins. 

The lote, situated on the southwest 
corner Of Trinity avenue and White- 
hall street, facing 110 feet on White- 
hall and extending back 190 feet alon 
Trinity, originally cost between $6,006 
and $7,000. The building, as it now 
Stands, was erected at a cost of be- 
tween $75,000 and $80,000, Inclusive of 
the improvements, made about twenty- 
five years ago. 


SOLDIERS IN UNIFORM 
PROTECTED BY CONGRESS 


Must Be No _ Discrimination 
Against Them at Places 
of Entertaiment. 


Washington, February 9.—The sen- 
ate agrees with the house that wear- 
ers of ‘the uniforms of. soldiers or 
sailors of the United States should 
be protected from discrimination by 
managers of places of entertainment. 

The senate, however, differs from 
the house as to the punishment that 
should be meted out for such discrim- 
inations. 

The house bill as it pdssed that body 
imposed a fine of $1,000 and a penalty 
of two years’ imprisonment for such 
offense against members of the army, 
navy or marine corps. The senate to- 
day passed the bill, but so amended 
it as to make the fine $500 and to re- 
move the imprisonment feature. 

Members of the revenue cutter serv- 
ice, however, were included with sol- 
diers, satiors and marines by the sen- 
ate.

Washington, February 9.—The cam- 
paign of the Taft administration and 
the various elements allied in the same 
cause for the ratification by congress 
of the reciprocity agreement with 
Canada moved on apace today. The 
house committee on ways and means 
held its final hearing, and is expected 
in executive session tomorrow morning 
to vote to report it favorably. 

President Taft left late tenight fer 
the west, and in speeches tomorrow 
at Columbus, Ohio, and Saturday at 
Springfield, Ill, will take occasion to 
emphasize still further his advocacy of 
the reciprocity agreement. 

Secretary Wilson, of the department 
of agriculture, tonight added his word 
to the pro-reciprocity chorus, in the 
form of a long and forceful “open 
letter’ addressed to the National 
Grange. 

Attitude of Democratic Senators. 

The democratic members of the sen- 
ate will meet in caucus tomorrow. 
Ostensibly the conference of the 
minority was called to outline a pro- 
gram in relation to all pending legis- 
lative matters; but it is belleved the 
Canadian agreement will consume prac- 
tically all of the discussion, and that 
the democrats will determine upon a 
policy in respect to it before they 
leave the caucus room, 

Democratic leaders say that natural- 
ly they would be for the agreement, 
but some of their number are holding 
off because of the feeling that Presi- 
dent Taft might be benefited poHtical- 
ly by its adoption by congress. The 
ovipieg. who are inclined to this 
view Say they hesitate to assist in ex- 
tricating the republican party from 
any of its difficulties. 

The attitude of the minority in the 
senate may be influenced by demo- 
cratic sentiment in the house when the 
McCall bill, to carry the agreement 
into force, is put on its passage. The

FA’ TE OF UNITED STATES SENA10OR LORIMER 


SOON TO BE DECIDED BY HIS COLLEAGUES 


The final determination of the Lori- 


mer case is being much discussed at 


Washington. There is a growing senti- 
ment now that Mr. Lorimer should be 


expelled and that a resolution simply 
declaring his seat vacant should not 
be adopted. This would prevent future 
difficulties arising in connection with 
legislation which might have been en- 
acted by means of Mr. Lorimer’s vote. 
The vote will occur the middle of nexi 
week, about February 15, it is said 
there. It is recalled that Mr. Lorimer's 
yote made posible passage of the ship 
subsidy bill, with the assistance of 
Vice President Sherman. Several of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill amendments 
were adopted by the same close’ mart- 
gin, except that Mr. Sherman was not 
called on to decide any ties. A two- 
thirds vote is requireg to expel a sena- 
tor, while a bare majority can declare 
his seat vacant. Senator Lorimer says 
hée has no intention of resigning. He is 
engaged in preparing a speech in his 
awn defense, . whieh will be delivered 
near the close he debate. Senator 
Cullom has arranged a speech in which 
he will defend the state of Illinois 


against the charge made by Senator 
Root that corruption had prevailed in 
its legislature for many years. He will 
insist that bribery ahd debauchery are 
sporadic and not chronic in Illinois, 
He will not touch the Lorimer case. Mr. 
Cullom has been bitterly attacked by 
Senator Joseph Bailey, of Texas, who 


asserted that in some respects the alle-! 


gations against Lorimer affected Cul- 
lom too. Senator Burton, of Ohio, has 
spoken in opposition to the exonera- 
tion of Mr. Lorimer, whose election, he 
said, ought to be declared invalid. He 
said fraud and corruption were so ram- 
pent at Springfield that it ts impos- 
sible to separate the honest wetes from 
those iNMegally cast. 


TAX ON FAMILY: 
NOT ON HOUSE 


Change Madein Sanitary 


Tax Collection. 


By New Ordinance, Just 
Adopted, Tenement Houses 
and Apartments Must Pay 
According to the Number of 
Families. 


A very radical change was made in 
the collection of. the sanitary tax by 
the general council yesterday after- 
noon, when it adopted an ordinance 
which calls for the collection of the 
tax so as to make tenement and apart- 
ment houses pay according to the num- 
ber of families living in the same. 

It is estimated that the new law will 
result in the city increasing its tax re- 
turns by at least $15,000. 

The ordfhance adopted was as fol- 
lows: 

“Section $29. Each lot having a resi- 
dence’ thereon is hereby defined as a 
lot subject to sanitary tax. Each 25 
feet of froritage occupied -by a store 
room or, fractional part thereof is here- 
by defined as a lot for the purpose of 
sanitary tax. Each separate tenement 
where a residence or house is divided 
into different apartemtns occupied: by 
different families, although the lot may 
be 25 feet, or less, is hereby defined as 
a lot, and subject to sanitary tax there- 
on; provided, that when such residence 


or house consists of only two apart- |. 


ments of not more. than three rooms 
each, such residence or house shall con- 
stitute one lot for purposes of sani- 
tary tax. Each 25 feet of any hotel, 
manufactory, depot or machine shop 
shall constitute a lot for such Bee 
poses, and be subject to sanitary tax 
thereon; provided, that where a hotel 
fronts.on more than one street, each 
separate store room or place of busi- 
ness thereon, having a frontage on each 
street less than 25 feet, is hereby de- 
fined as a lot, and. subject: to sanitary | 
tax thereon. All apartment houses hay- 
ing different apartments occupied or 
Offered for occupancy shall pay a san- 
itary tax for each separate apartment, 
or for as many apartments as are main- 
tained therein. Bach of said apartments 
is hereby defined as a lot, under this 
ordinance, and subject to sanitary tax 
thereon. 

“Section 111./ That all ordinances and 
parts of ordinances in conflict with the 
ordinance be and the same are hereby 
repealed.” -

For the purpose of abolishing in the 
public schools the director of physica

It was stated in two of the resolu- 
tions that the amount of $1,746.80, 
four-tenths of the amount appropri- 
ated this year for the directors of 
drawing and physical culture, be 
stricken from the January: apportion- 
ment sheet. 

When They Go Into Effect. 

All the resolutions: called for the 
abolishing of the positions to go into 
effect the first: of next September.

BY SOME REPUBLICANS 


In Putting Through the Crum- 
packer Reapportionment Bill 
Which Increases the Mem- 
bership---Hardwick the Only 
Georgian to Oppose the 
Crumpacker Measure.

Washington, February 9.—(Special.) 
The democrats of the house today 
combined with the republican repre- 
gentatives from those states whose 
representatives in congress would 
have been reduced by holding the 
house to its present membership and 
passed the Crumpacker reapportion- 
ment bill providing for a house mem- 
bership of 433. Previous to the passage 
of the Crumpacker bill the house voted 
down the republican caucus bill, which 
proposed to keep the membership at 
381. 

Thies gives Georgia one additional 
representative or twelve in all. The 
new member may be selected from the 
state-at-large until such time as the 
legislature redistricts the state. 

All the Georgia representatives 


voted for the Crumpacker bill except 
Mr. Hardwick, and he opposed it on 
the ground of economy. 

The amendment of Mr. Bennet, of New 
} York, which would have reduced the 

southern representation in congress, 
was overwhelmingly voted down. The 
vote was 96 to 154. 

Good Feeling Was Shown. 

The good feeling shown by the 
house on yesterday in reviving south- 
etn war claims and substituting more 
agreeable phrasing ofthe words “war 
of the rebellion’ was not marred today. 

The Bennet amendment was very 
adroitly worded and presumably sought 
to deduct from the total population of 
the country, on which representation 
would be figured, those alleged to be 
disfranchised by state laws. It was no- 
torfious that the Bennet amendment 
aimed to reduce the south’s representa- 
tation because of the passage of laws in 
that section to disfranchise the negroes. 

If Arizona apd New Mexico should 
be admitted to statehood they will be 
given one representative each, bring- 
ing the total to 435

amendment, and was applauded by the 
democrats. 

Democrats Lost but One Decision. 

The democrats lost but one decision 
during the entire fight. A cegmmit- 
tee amendment in the bill providing 
that states should be re-districted by 
the legislatures was voted down on an 
appeal from the republican members 
of the Missouri delegation. They de- 
clared the states should be permitted 
to re-district themselves in their own 
way.

This reflected 
the sentiment of the members so de- 
cisively that the vote by which the 
bill was passed was decided in the af- 
firmative without a division or a roll 
call. 

Representative Crumpacker, 
diana, author of the 433 bill, which 
wes unanimously reported from the 
census committee, and afterwards re- 
jectod by the republican caucus, began 
the debate by urging the necessity af 
action at this session, and explaining 
the difference between the two propo- 
gitions before the house. 

Campbell Wants Small House. 

Representative Campbell, of Kansas, 
spoke in behalf of his bill, approved 
by the republican caucus, for the re- 
tention of the present membership of 
391. He said personally he would pre- 
fer to have the number reduced rather 
than increased. 

“Every corporation in the country 
agrees with the gentleman from Kan- 
sas.’ said Representative Sims, of Tan- 
nessee. 

Mr. Campbell retorted that the great- 
er number of members, the fewer num- 
ber controlled the body. He asserted 
every increase in the membership of 
the house had been made to gratify 
the ambition of states and members, 
rather than to put in practice 
many ideas about the formation of a 
representative body. When the house 
had sixty-five members, Mr. Campbell 
contended, it was a more effective leg- 
islative body than it had been since. 

Representatives Gillett, of Massa- 
chusetts, and Barnhart, of Indiana, 
spoke for the Campbell proposal; 
Thomas, of North Carolina, and Lang- 
ley, of Kentucky, in favor of the Crum- 
packer bill.

The original robbery took place in 
Rector’s restaurant Sunday morning 
when a bandit entered as: John Ad- 
ams, the cashier, and Ray Salistine, 
assistant head waiter, were near the 
cashier’s desk. Pointing a revolver 
at the men, the robber procured $3,300 
from the cashiers desk. 

The police searched in vain for the 
lone desperado for many hours, when 
a note from an unidentifiéd woman 
Bave them a clue. Saistine was ar- 
rested and confessed that he had no- 
tified Willard as to the most oppor- 
tune time to appear. 

Loftus is a saloon-keeper, in whose 
place Willard spent much of his time. 
When the plot to rob the restaurant 
developed Willard oonfided in his 
friend Loftus and sought his aid to 
the extent of borrowing two revol- 
vers. 


The Robber Robbed. 


“Pretty soft for me,’ said Willard, 
according to his confession. 

“Sure, retty soft,”’ replied Loftus, 
and then began to plan for the second 
robbery. 

“When I came out of the restaurant 
with the money in my pockets,” said 
Willard, “three men were waiting for 
me. ‘We want you, Charley,’ said one 
and he pressed the end of a revolver 
against me. 

“I thought they were policemen call- 
ed by other waiters and that I was un- 
der arrest. They joked me about get- 
ting away so easily. With a revolve: 
pressed into my chest we walked to an 
alley back of the Hamilton Club half 
a block from the cafe. . 

“When we reached the alley the men 
turned in, forcing me to go with them. 
One of them covered my mouth with 
his hand, one pressed the revolver 
against my ribs and the third took the 
money away from me. They kept on 
joking about how easy it was.

Cotton exports reached high-water 
mark last year. Wuaile the number of 
bales exported was not so high as in| 
some past years, the returns were 
very much more satisfying, $531,000'- , 
000 being the value of the raw product, 
sent to foreign lands. This was $62,- 
000,000 better than the total price re- 

ceived in 1909. 
So far as the quantity of cotton ex- 


ported is concerned, 1908 has the high 
record to date, but the export price 


pared to an average price of 14% | 
cents a pound last year. This was an, 
unusually high price; better, in, fact, | 
than for any years since 1876. 

In the single month of December, | 
1910, the value of the. cotton exported ' 
amounted to $103,000,000, the average, 
price being 14.8 as compared to 15. 
cents in the months of July and Au-! 
gust. 

When it is recalled that the cotton | 
exported is about two-thirds of our. 
total production, the total value of 
the crop, including the value of the 
one-third retained for home consump-

States department of agriculture.

FROM HUN COUNT 
CONGRESS HEARS 


Unusual Scene in the 
National House. 


Count Apponyi, for Years 
Speaker of Hungarian Par- 
liament, Speaks to United 
States Congress---The Count 
Warm in Praise American 
Institutions. 


Washington, February §$.—The unu- 
sual scene of a former speaker of the 
Hungarian house of representatives 
standing on the speaker’s rostrum and 
addressing the lower branch of the 
American oongress was witnessed in 
the house today when Count Apponyi 
was formally presented and brought 
a message of greeting to “the repre- 
sentatives of the new world from a 
representative of the old world.” 

Count Warmly Greeted. 

The house took a recess of fifteen 
minutes to permit of the exercises. 
Count Appony! was warmly greeted 
when he appeared in the chamber, and 
frequently was interrupted with’ ap- 
plause during his brief address. When 
he had finished speaking, the count 
held an informal reception, all the 
members of the house Tiling by and 
shaking hands. 

In introducing the distinguished 
speaker, Speaker Cannon said: 

“It affords me today great pleasure 
to introduce one with whose reputation 
we are acquainted, not only through 
multiplied thousands of his own coun- 
trymen who have made their homes and 
are making their homes here and have 
become our countrymen, but as a man 
who has had forty years’ service in the 
house of representatives of Hungary. 
who for many years was leader of that 
body, and now is not only a member of 
that body, but a member of the cabinet, 
minister of education.” 

Count Apponyi Speaks. 

After expressing his thanks for the 
honor of addressing the house, Count 
Apponyi said: 

“TI know you inwardly ask yourselves 
what has the old world got to stay to 
the new world? Well, gentlemen, I 
think it is about this: You come from 
the old world, too; you were born under 
a happy star. 

“That old world has legacies of tra- 
dition which are its pride and its 
burden. When your ancestors left the 
old world they were privileged to take 
away with them the very best of those 
traditions and to leave behind what is 
the burden of them. You took with 
you the very best things, the very 
highest point of development which the 
old world had attained in those days, 
you took with you the sound, healthy, 
vigorous traditions of British liberty. 

“You developed them and you adapt- 
ed them to the condition found in the 
new hemisphere to which you had 
come. 

Left the Evil Behind. 


“You were people who had left be- 
hind you what was burdensome in the 
traditions of the old world. The mu- 
tual animosities and distrusts, the call 
for blood, again you were enabled to 
leave behind you out of all the inherit- 
ance of hatred, of antagonism and ani- 
mosities. Gentlemen, you fee] it more 
keenly than I can express that this 
fortunate situation lays a great <e- 
sponsibility upon you and if I am to 
speak here before you on behalf of the 
old world, I say this: ‘We of the old 
world, desiring to come out of the 
devouring waste of the ancient spirit 
of animosity and distrust, appeal to 
you for assistance to do away with the 
hateful legacy of hatred and war an@ 
antagonism between men who ought 
to be brethren. 

“This is the object of my mission in 
America. This is what I think the 
spirit of the old world has to say to 
the spimit of the new world, and, after 
having delivered you this message, let 
me again thank you for the high honor 
which you have done to me. It ap- 
peals strongly to me personally and to 
my country in allowing me to address 
you here and to enjoy the echo which 
these sentiments to which I give ex- 
pression have found in this house be- 
cause it has found them in your hearts 
and in your minds.” 

The Count in the Senate. 

The Hungarian statesman also oc- 
cupied a seat beside Vice President 
Sherman in the senate for a time. He 
was accompanied by Baron Hengel- 
muller, and was escorted to the cham- 
ber by Senator Cullom, of Illinois, chair- 
man of the committee on foreign re- 
lations. 

Count Apponyl was entertained at 
a luncheon at the British embassy by 
Ambassador Bryce, and tonight was 
the guest of honor at a dinner and re- 
ception given by Baron Hengelmuller 
at the Austro-Hungarian embassy.

Washington, February 9.—By a striot 
party vote, all of the democrats in op- 
position, the senate committée on 
finance today voted to report favorably 
the bill passed by the house to create 
a permanent tariff board. Several im- 
portant amendments were adopted. 

The opposition of the democrats on 
the committee was based on the. plea 
that the executive should not be em- 
powered to gather tariff information; 
that this function helongs to congre:s, 
and that if a commission is desired. it 
should be a congressional body, simi- 
lar to the national monetary commis- 
sion. 

One of the most important changes 
made by the committee requires that 
the five members of the board shall 
be confirmed by the senate. Under the 
house bill, the executive would have 
absolute control of the personnel. 

Under an amendment adopted, the 
board will not be required to divulge 
the names of informant or witnesses 
furnishing information, but the prd- 
vision that information gathered must 
be for confidential use, was eliminated.

Thomaston, Ga., February 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Thomaston bids fair to eclipse 
her reputation as the second largest 
retail mule market in the state this 
year. The demand for mules has beén 
unusually heavy and shows no signs 
of letting up. To February 1, 41 car- 
loads of mules, averaging 30 animals 
to the car, had been sold. This makes 
a total of 1,230 mules sold that were 
shipped in from the west. This does 
not include, of course, a large number, 
probably several hundred, that. were 
swapped and traded for and resold. 
Thig number of mules runs up into big 
figures when you begin to speak in 
terms of dollars. The animals shipped 
here will average $200 per head, which 
makes a total of approximately. $250,- 
000 that has been invested in mules 
up to February 1. Judging from past 
season's ‘business, the total of mules 
sold in Thomaston will reach 2,500 
by the end of the season, which will 
run close to $500,000. 

Thomaston has seven large sale sta- 
bles which sell mules over a large 
territory.

Mr. Carter gave the fowls his per- 
sonal attention at odd times, and re- 
ports by months the number of eggs 
collected from the runs as follows: 

January, 618 eggs; February, d82 
eggs: March, 655 eggs; April, 534 eggs; 
May, 566 eggs; June, 586 eggs; a total 
of 3.341 eggs, or practically 280 dozen 
for the six months.

Representative of Newspapers 
Advocates Pulp Wood Pro- 
visions of Canada Pact in 
Order to Break Grip of Com- 
bine on Newspapers. 


Washington, February 9.—The paper 

and pulp wood provisions of the Cana- 
dian reciprocity agreement were dis- 
cussed at a session of the house ways 
and means committee today, the prin- 
cipal witness being Chairman John 
Norris. of the paper committee of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Norris was reinforced by 
Don C. Seitz, business manager of The 
New York World, another member of 
committee. 
Mr. Norris made good his promise of 
an ar- 
ray of facts and figures his advocacy of 
the ratification of the reciprocity agree- 
ment exactly as it stands, including eés- 
pecially the pulp and paper provisions, 
without amendment of any kind. 

Mr. Norris characterized the agree- 
ment as “the greatest economic ad- 
vance made by the United States in the 
present generation, It broadens our 
markets, it promotes interchanges that 
will immediately and directly benefit 90 
per cent of the population. ‘He said he 
appeared as the representative of news- 
papers which pay more than $55,000,000 
per annum for news print paper.” 

Newspapers Deeply Concerned. 

“They are deeply concerned in the 
paper and pulp clause of the treaty,’ he 
said, “and they ask you to approve the 
clause exactly as it appears in the 
agreement. 

“The tangle of the American govern- 
ment with Canadian provinces and the 
tariff burdens imposed upon print paper 
have added more than $6,000,000 per an- 
num to the price which newspapers 
would pay for raw material under nor- 
mal conditions. The complication with} 
Canada and the excessive duty have | 
enabled American papermakers to com- 
bine for an advance in print paper 
prices.” 

Mr. Norris alleged that the organiza- 
tion of the papermakers was ‘‘systemat- 
ically starving the market,” and in De- 
cember last “exported more print paper 
than Canada shipped to us.

Dependence of United States. 

Mr. Norris then dwelt upon the com- 
plete dependence of the United 
upon outside sources for wood 
paid over $150,000 in penalties 
wood from Canadian crown lands,” 
said. 

“We paid $19,406,074 to foreigners 
for pulp wood and pulps to keep Amer- 
ican mills going. The figures of re- 
cent years show that the sales of pa- 
per by the United States to Canada 
were three times as great as the sale 
of paper by Canada to. the United 
States. This excess in our favor is due 
to the fact that Canada makes no high- 
grade papers, but draws upon the 
United States for much of its supply. 

“Prior to the passage of the Payne- 
Aldrich law Canada had shipped print 
paper to the United States to the extent 
of 46 tons per day during the fiscal 
vear 1908 and 56 tons per day in 1909 
Subsequent to the passage of the 
Payne-Aldrich law the shipment was 
143 tons per dav toward our consump: | 
tion of 4,200 tons of print paper per 
dav, or 332 per cent.

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VAULTING THE LATEST PRIMARY “BUT.”’ 
One after another The Constitution has hurdled the apologetic 
barriers to a senatorial primary to fill the four-year term of Sena- 
tor Clay, advanced by our friends in the ranks of “progressive” 
democracy. 
The excuses and explanations have been varied—here and 
there shot with plausibility, humor, evasion, as the case might be. 
The latest “but” is advanced elsewhere in this issue by Senator- 
elect Emmett R. Shaw, of Fort Gaines, progressive of “progres- 
sives,’ who is an immovable advocate of the principle involved in 
the primary, BUT who— 
Hesitates to commit himself in the present instance because 
of the heavy expense that would devolve upon the candidates in a 
senatorial primary. 
It is the easiest thing in the world to dispose of this latest 


|primary “but.” If the rest of our “progressive” friends—the com- 


mittee included—are hanging back from according the people ‘of 
Georgia a right on this count, The Constitution will be delighted to 
indicate a way out of the wilderness. 

First, let us say that we agree heartily with Mr. Shaw regard- 
ing the duty of the state to defray the expense of all state primaries.

FROM SCOTTYAULT 


Ghouls Raid Mausoleum 
of Late Congressman. 


Only One Body Taken, Though 
It Is Believed the Ghouls In- 
tended to Take Several. 
“Black Hand’ Letters Re- 
ceived by Scott Family. 


Erie, Pa., February 9-——A search of 
24 hours has failed to uncover a single 
clue to the identity of the ghouls who, 
some time during the last four days, 
desecrated the mausoleum in the Erie 
cemetery of the late Congressman Wil- 
liam I. Scott, millionaire railroad mag- 
nate, and carried away the body of his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Anna M. McCollum. 
The police ang members of the family 
refuse to discuss the case. 

An investigation of the vault has 
shown conclusively that the ghouls were 
persons familiar with the work under- 
taken. When the copper plates in front 


of the crypts were torn away a sharp- 
hooked instrument was run into the 


lerypt and the name plates pulled from 


the caskets. 
Five Other Bodies in. Vault. 

This has led to the belief that the 
robbers were looking for the casket of 
Mrs. McCollum. Besides her body there 
were five others in the vault and the 
casket of all had been tampered with 
The cemetery officials offered a re- 
ward of $1,000 for the catpure of the 
ghouls. 

Newspaper men early this morning 
were ordered from the cemetery at the 
point of revolvers. 

The police believe the vandals also 
intended to carry away the bodies of 
Scott, who was a millionaire, and also 
that of Mrs. Scott. 

Broken chains and open doors were 
found in the mausoleum. Mrs. Charles 
H. Strong, who is a daughter 
Scott and the wife of Charles H. 
Strong, president of the Erie and Pitts- 
burg railroad, the Erie County Electric 
Light Company and the owner of The 
Erie Dispatch, was notified. Mrs. 
Strong, in turn, notified the police. 

“Black Hand” Suspected. 

That the casket was carried away in 
a wagon is indicated by tracks in the 
snow about the tomb. The footprints 
of four and in some cases six men 
were discernible.

REBELS HUNTING 
TROOPS OF DIAZ 


Orozco and His Men Go 


South From Juarez. 


‘Rebels Hope to Intercept the 


t Troops Led by General Na- 


varro, Who Is Slowly Making 
His Way Northward—--Rebel 
Leaders Reported at Odds. 


El Paso, Texas, February 9.—-Mem- 
bers of the revolutionary junta toni@ht 
said that General Orozco, who was 
reinforced this afternoon by 250 men 
under General Casilla, would start 
south to contest theeroad to Juarez 
with the federal troops under General 
Navarro, reported yesterday about 80 
miles south of Juarez. 

This, if it proves true, will end, for 
the present, the threatened attack on 
Juarez. It was General Casilla, and 
not Alanis, who spent Teusdey night 
12 miles east of here across the river 
from Vsleta at Saragosa. It took him 
until this afternoon to make the junc- 
tion. He had a brush with the feder- 
als last night, but eluded them. 

A more serious fight occurred be- 
tween unidentified forces opposite Fort 
Hancock, 5 niles east, last night. Six- 
teen participants were wounded. -The 
repoft of the fight came to Fort Bliss 
from American soldiers guarding the 
border. Some of the wounded reached 
the Texas bridge, and were cared for 
by the Americans. 

At Sixes and Sevens, 

Plans for the insurrectos were at 
Bixes and sevens this afternoon. The 
junta was divided as to whether 
Orozco should remain near Juarez, 
nursing a hope that Blanco would 
come to ‘his aid, or abandon the cam- 
paign for retreat. 

A member who favored the retreat 
Said that Orozco's forces had been pur- 
posely annuonced as larger than it was. 
All told, he said, the insurgent force 
Orozco had had not numbered more 
than 360 men. This was the rea) rea- 
Son that Juarez was not attacked. 

Orozco actually determined to re- 
treat. He was unable to get food from 
the American side, and despite his 
long wait, reinforcements had not 
joined him. Leaving a rear cuard of 
fifty men, across from the: El Paso 
Smelter, he began the march south. 

Food Not Contraband. 

Meanwhile the local junta was busy 
On the legal question of sending food 
across the river. After much consult- 
ing of the law, United States Commis- 
sioner Oliver decided that food could 
be taken across the boundary. 

The Mexican government had not de- 
clared provisions or anything else 
cortraband of war. To do so, it was 
said, would be to recognize the bellig- 
erency of the provisional government. 
The American troops had merely to 
prevent the crossing of armed men 
and to preserve the neutrality of Amer- 
ican soil 

This decision, sent posthaste, reached 
Orozco at almost the same minute as 
the advance guard of General Casilla's 
force. He camped at Rancho Flores 
for the night. 

If he carries out his plan of attack- 
ing Navarro, Orozco will have 600 men 
all told, save the remote possibiility 
that General Blanco joins him. The 
latter is said to be 5 miles tothe south. 

Rebel Leaders at Odds. 

There is serious friction between 
Blanco and Orozco. It began two 
months ago. Blanco declined to obey 
an order of Orozco’s, and the latter 
ordered his arrest, sending twenty-five 
men for the purpose. Blanco had 200 
and laughed at the warrant. 

Since then the two have remained 
apart, operating independently. Abra- 
ham Gonzales, provisional governor of 
Chihuahua, within the last week has 
repeatedly ordered Blanco to join the 
detachment threatening Juarez, but 
Blanco apparently acknowledged no 
superior. This friction is said to ace 
count largely for the ineffectivenegs 
of the revolution to @ate. 

Navarro Creeping Northward. 

A work train on the Mexican Central 
repaired 68 miles of road and returned 
today, bringing word that Navarro 
wae creeping northward by train, re- 
pairing bridges as he went, and was 
at Ahumada, near Juarez, yesterday. 
The work train was compelled to re- 
turn, because the native labore’s re- 
fused to work longer, fearing they 
would be fired on by revolutionists. 

Receiving news thet Mexicans were 
moving to cross the border from Dem- 
ing. N. M., to jotn Orozco, Colonel 
Sharp, commandant at Fort Bliss, to- 
day ordered Troop K. Fourth United 
States cavalry, to entrain for Colum- 
bus, N. M. The latter is 75 miles west 
of here, and Deming is about 95 miles.

TO DEMOCHATS 


Question of PopularVote 
for U. S. Senators. 


Democrats Wish Resolution to 
Declare States, and Not 
Congress, Have Right to Pre- 


ors-~--Fear Amendment. 


By John Corriga n, Jr. 

Washington, February 9.—(Special.) 
Democrats in the senate are now puZ- 
zleqg over the position they should take 
in regard to the constitutional amend- 
ment being urged by Senator Borah 
to provide for the popular election of 
United States senators, in the event it 
is asserted affirmatively that the con-« 
gress shall have the right to pre- 
scribe the time, place and manner in 
selecting senators. 

The Sutherland amendment, which 
will come up for a vote on the final 
passage of the Borah resolution, pro- 
poses to recognize the right of con- 
gress to exercise the same authority 
over senatorial elections by the people 
that it now has under the constitution 
in the case Of representatives. 

Southern senators wish it affirma- 
tively stated that all these details shal! 
be left to the states, who shall also 
prescribe the qualifications of electors. 
The southern democrats absolutely and 
unqualifiedly oppose the Depew amend- 
ment, which proposes that the qualifi- 
cations of electors shall be uniform. 
This means that a man entitled to vote 
in New York would have the right to 
vote in Georgia, be he black, tan, 
brown or white. 

Democrats are Puzzled. 

While there is no question about 
their unfaltering opposition to this 
Depew amendment, southern senators 
are actually puzzled over the Suther- 
land amendment. Is the latter so seri- 
ous in its effect and .consequences as 
to drive them from the support of a 
measure they would otherwise be glad 
to champion? If they are unable to 
have thelr form of amendment adopt- 
ed, would they be warranted in accept- 
img the Borah resolution with the 
Sutherlang amendment tacked on? 

The federal constitution says that 
congress shall prescribe the time, 
place and manner of electing repre- 
sentatives, and the time and manner 
of electing senators by the legisia- 
tures of the several states. What 
southern members fear is that the dis- 
franchisement laws will be overturned 
by congress under this new constitu- 
tional amendment if ratified. 

More serious still is the considera- 
tion of how a contested election case 
would be settled. The senate could 
not possibly canvass the several hun- 
dred thousand popular votes cast in a 
state in a popular election. Would con- 
gress fee] it necessary to have a fed- 
eral agent at each polling precinct 
during the progress of such an eles- 
tion? Such a thing is within the range 
of probability, as witnessed by the old 
force bill which passed the house. 

Even senators who believe firmly in 
the right of the people to signify their 
choice of senator, hesitate at accept- 
ing the Borah resolution without the 
qualifying phrase thar the rights of 
the states in prescribing the qualifica- 
tion of electors shall not be disturbed. 

Hence the quandary which democrats 
foresee for themselves if the Suther- 
land amendment is made a part of the 
resolution. Senator Borah, who js 
earnestly ang ably championing the re- 
form, expects a vote on Monday or 
Tuesday of next week. 

There are 92 members of the senate, 
representing 46 states and 62 votes, or 
a two-thirds majority, will be required 
to pass the Borah resotutton. Thirty- 
two states have gone on record in one 
way or another in favor of this re- 
form. Should the sixty-four senators 
from these thirty-two states vote in 
favor of the resolution it would pass.

There Are Two Ways. 


There are two Ways set out in the 
eonstitution by which the charter of 
the government may be amended. One 
is by the passage of a resolution in 
congress by a two-thirds vote of each 
house submitting the proposed amend- 
ment to the states for ratification. Or 
two-thirds of the states through action 
by their legislatures may call upon 
congress to assemble a constitutional 
convention. Two-thirds of the states 
in the union would be thirty-one. Of 
these, twenty have called for a consti- 
tutional convention to secure this re- 
form and thirty-two have gone on rec- 
ord as favorable to this resolution. The 
twenty joining in the call are I[llinois, 
Michigan, ‘Wisconsin, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Arkansas, Texas, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, California, Oregon, 
Nevada, Colorado, Montana, Washing- 
ton, Idaho, Utah, Oklahoma and Iowa.

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NEGRO HAS TWO CHANCES 
TO ESCAPE GALLOWS 


Lunacy Commission and Pris- 
on Commission Pass on 
Same Case. 


1. R. Dukes, the negro who is sen- 
tenced to be hangeg for murder in Polk 
county, has two chances to escape the 
gallows. The first is on a plea of in- 
sanity and the other rests upon the 
recommendation of the prison commis- 
sion that his sentence be commuted to 
life imprisonment. 

The negro was sentenced to be hang- 
ed several days ago forthe murder 
another negro, but when evidence was 
brought before the governor that his 
mind is unbalanced a respite was 
granted until February 24 and the gov- 
ernor appointed a commission to in- 
vestigate his sanity. 

In the meantime Attorney I. F. Mun- 
dv, of Polk county, appeared befvre 
the prison commission witn an appli- 


that new evidence has been discovered 
which mitigates the offense. 

After hearing the evidence the pris- 
on commission Thursday afternoon 
voted to recommend to the governor 
that Duke's sentence of death be com- 
muted to life imprisonment. Should 
the lunacy commission fing that Dukes 
is sane it will then be up to the gov- 
ernor to either approve or disapprove 
of the recommendation made by the 
commission.

Controlled largely by the statement 
which the negro Calvin Johnson made 
upon the gallows when he was hanged 
for murder in Waynesboro Wednesday, 
the prison commission yesterday 
recommended to the governor that 
Rosalie Syms, the negro girl who was 
also sentenced to be hanged with 
Johnson for the murder of Harvey 
Jones, a white man, have her sentence 
commuted to life imprisonment. 

The negro girl was convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged on the state- 
ment made by Johnson at the trial 
that she told him to kill Jones. Just 
before he was hanged Johnson denied 
this statement and asserteq that the 
negro girl had nothing to do with the 
commission of .the crime. 

The Syms girl was to have been 
hanged with Johnson, but the governor 
respited her until February 24 in or- 
der that the commission might hear 
the appeal for clemency. 

She was represented by 
Fullbright, of Burke county.

MORE STRENGTH SHOWN 
BY THE STOCK MARKET 


Bears Renewed Tactics at 
Opening, but Market Soon 
Became Strong. 


New York, February 9.—The aspect 
of the stock market changed decidedly 
during the course of today’s opera- 
tions and conveyed the suggestion of 
greater strength of undertone than was 
generally believed to exist. At the 
opening, bear operators, heartened by 
the advantage which they had gained 
on the preceding day, renewed their 
operations with increasea ardor and 
hard drives at the list forced prices 
down rapidly. Toward midday, how- 
ever, the list gave evidence of decided 
strength. Erie issues came into sud- 
den demang and the cammon stock ad- 
vanced a point to the hignest level of 
several months. Reading rose nearly 
2 points from its low figure of the day. 
United States Steel and Missouri Pa- 
cific gained a point and other issues 
improved so génerally that most of the 
day's losses were wiped out in a‘com- 
paratively short period, some gains be- 
ing established. 

Whatever effect maintenance of the 
Bank of England's discount rate at 44 
per cent had on the stock market was 
passive, as with the issuance of the 
weekly statement it was seen that the 
directors’ decision to make no change 
did not arise from failure of the bank 
to strengthen its position. Increase in 
total-reserves by $6,370,000 brought up 
the proportion of reserves to liabilities 


compared with a change in the corre- 
sponding week last year of from 50.50 
per cent to 51.75 pet cent: Fhe weekly 
reports from Paris and Berlin. gave 
further evidence of easy conditions.

ADVANCED THE PRICES 


Market Closed One-Half to 
Five-Eighths Up--Corn and 
Oats Higher. 


Chieago, February 9.—Improved do- 
mestic call for cash wheat strengthened 
the market today and caused slowly 
rising prices from the start.

‘URGES INCREASE IN SALARIES 
IN BEHALF OF FEDERAL JUDGES| 


Washington, February 9.—(Special.) 


, Although there is some doubt whether 


both houses of congress can be induced 
to act, during this session, on the Dill 
increasing the compensation for fed-_ 
eral circuit judges, sentiment favor- 
able to the change is rapidly increas- 
ing as members more closely investi- 
gate the subject. 

It is pointed out that these judges 
are more poerly paid, in comparison, 
than any other servants of the federal 
government, while their duties are 
among the most arduous and exacting. 

Mr. Burke Urges Raise. 

One of the strongest speeches in sup- 
port of the proposal to increase sala- 
ries was that made recently in the 
house of representatives Represen- 
tative James Franeis Burke, of Phila- 
delphia. 

In the opening of his speech -.Mr. 
Burke was interrupted by several 
members with questions as to the rela- 
tive duties and compensation.of federa! 
judges and congressmen. 

But he soon quieted his interlocu- 
tors, and the remainder of his speech, 
which is as follows, drew frequent and 
liberal applause: 

“No set of men in the service of the 
United States, when one considers the 
qualifications required and the service 
they render, are more poorly paid than 
the judges of our United States courts, 
and while the same may have no di- 
rect bearing upon the’ subject at this 
time, | might add that the same may 
be said of many of the judges of our 
courts in the state of Pennsytvania. 

“No man familiar with the onerous 
and difficult duties continuously re- 
quired to be performed by these men 
will hesitate for a single moment to 
make their compensation more in keep- 
ing with the measure of their duties 
than it Is at the present time. The un- 
thinking may regard them as ade- 
quately compensated, but those fa- 
millar with the character of their serv- 
ice must readily agree that their pres- 
ent salaries are wholly out of keeping 
with the modern rewards for service 
in public and private life. 

“The years of toil and training es- 


‘sential in the first instance to fit them 


for their profession, and the struggles 
they put forth and the talents that de- 
velop for the very highest service to 
the people before they attain’ their 
places of distinction on the bench, are 
too frequently lost sight of by -those 
who attempt to set the standard of 
their rewards for that service, higher 
er more sacred than which no public 
servant can be called upon to perform. 
Cost of Living. 

“The standard and the cost of living 
in every stratum of society has been 
elevated, and every well-ordered na- 
tion expects its public servants to Keep 
abreast of the times, not only in the 
character of their service, but in the 
manner of their living as well. It 
neither expects +0 unduly exalt them 
by extravagant rewards on the one 
hand or to demean them by inadequate 
salaries on the other. 

“There are many convincing reasons 
for the moderate advance suggested in 
these salaries today. Since 1901, when 
the present salaries were fixed, con- 
gress has enacted 1,479 new public 
laws. These laws are wholly inde- 
pendent of the thousands of private 
hills that have passed. and all of them 
concern the administration of the af- 
fairs of the people. The fifty-ninth 
congress alone passed 416 public was, 


}the largest number ever passed by any 
congress in the government's history. 
As the increase in laws inevitably 
leads to increased duties and respon- 
sibilities upon the part of those 
charged with the administration of 
justice—the interpreting and the en- 
forcement of those Jaws—the enlarged 
burdens of the judiciary must be man- 
ifest to every thinking man. (Ap- 
plause.) 


Increase of Laws. 


“In addition to the large increase in 
the number of laws, I believe it can 
be said that at no time in the history 
of our government has there been more 
intense activity in the prosecution of 
offenses and enforcement of criminal 
statutes of measures for our social, po- 
litical and commercial development 
than at the present time; and all this 
means additional activities upon the 
part of our judiciary. 

“Were we to eliminate both the in- 
crease in the number of -laws and the 
increased activity of our departments 
with reference to those laws In par- 
ticular, the general growth and de- 
velopment of the countnm, the multi- 
plication of grave questions arising out 
of our intense activity in almost every 
line of life, also has its influence in 
increasing the work which our courtts 
of justice alone, under the constitu- 
tion, are called upon to do. 

Increased Duties From Nation’s Growth 


“With special reference to the 
United States judges this additional 
thought may be suggested, indicating 
the new source of increased duties: 
The perfection of inventions, the de- 
velopment of trade, the development 
of means of communication and trans- 
portation, and the constantly increas- 
ing intimacy of various states and 
communities with each other, making 
that which was purely intrastate in 
its character yesterday interstate in 
its nature today, and thus multiplying 
the matters over which our United 
States courts are called upon to exer- 
cise jurisdiction. 

“In the course of this debate I have 
heard many thoughtless and unjust 
criticisms of our courts, but I have al- 
ways attributed them to either the 
want of knowledge or lack of refiec- 
tion upon the part of those who made 
them. Now and then judges may and 
do err, aS all other human beings are 
likely to; but the record, as a whole, 
made by the judiciary of this country 
is one of the brightest pages in the 
world’s history. (Applause.) 

“To me it is not strange that criti- 
cism should frequently fall upon men 
called to this high station. Did you 
ever stop to think that they, of all men 
in our public life, live {n an atmos- 
phere of contention? It is the spirit 
of controversy itself that brings citi- 
zens into our temples of justice; and 
as, since the world began, two views 
of all questions have been held, is it 
strange that the men whose duty it is 
to decide between the two, whose duty 
it is in the very nature of things to 
advance the cause of one and destroy 
the ambition of the other by a con- 
scientious decision under the law-—tIs 
it strange, after all, that the shafts of 
criticism should be directed at them 
by the disappointed? 

‘Tet our action here today not par- 
take of that petty character which 
deals alone with the remote and trivial 
shortcomings of an occasional indi- 
vidual. but rather of that  »broad- 
gauged and generous nature which 
would rather do justice to the men 
who constitute that great institution 
in which the people of the nation have 


always had an abiding faith.” (Ap- 
plause.)

which were either voted down or ac- 
cepted by the committee. One amend- 
ment by Councilman Harrison, which 
provided that council elect the physi- 
cians who were to be nominated by 
medical staff of the Grady hospital, was 
accepted. An amendment by Councelil- 
man Vaughan was accepted which left 
the nomination of the physician for the 
stockade and police barracks in the 
hands of the prison committee of 
council. 

The ordinance as finally adopted con- 
tained the following provisions: 
Provisions of Ordinance. 
present system of ward physi- 
to be abolished after July 1, 
1911; two assistant city health officers 
to be elected by the general council 
from six candidates who are to be rec- 
ommended by the medical 
Grady hospital after a competitive ex- 
amination: the medical staff of the hos- 
pital to appoint a board of three mem- 
bers to hold such examinations: all 
applicants to be graduates of some 
reputable medical college with at least 
a two years’ course; the salaries of 
the physicians to be $1,800 a year, pay- 
abie monthly; the elections by council 
to be held on the first Monday in July 
for a term of two years; the third 
city health officer to have charge of 
the city stockade and 
racks, and to be recommended by the 
prison committee; the heabth officers 
to be under the direction and super- 
vision of the trustees of’the Grady hos- 
pital, to. whom they shall make month- 
ly reports; the health officers to take 
care of all the poor in the city and 
to look after injured poiicemen and 
persons who claim damages from the 
city because of injuries. 

Effort to Postpone Action. 

After the ordinance had been read 
the second time and was ready for pas- 
sage, Alderman Candler moved to post- 
pone actiom and this was lost by a 
decided vote. 

An effort was made by those against 
the ordinance to secure a reéeconsidera- 
tion of the matter, but they were de- 
clared out of order, as the entire coun- 
cil had voted, it not being a matter 
for a separate vote between the coun- 
cil and the aldermanic board. 

All that now remains for the law to 
become effective is for the mayor to 
Sign the ordinance, ang he will prob- 
ably do so at once
